when it can be done without injury to our country. 

F would now introduce the subject respecting the Cherokee 

Indians—the treaty made with them,—together with their 

removal from the several States in which they resided, to 
the far West. 

As regards the legality of the treaty just made with 
them, I pretend not to understand it. But, sir, I under- 
stand their petitions and re-petitions to Congress, for a di- 
voree, or repeal of the treaty requiring them to remove. I 
conceive that that honorable body acted upon that subject, 
anddeclared that the treaty should be enforced; for that 
reason, I think the treaty must have been legally obtained. 
Any argument against it before the passage of the law, 
might be done with ree if any person considered it 
amatter of injustice. I think it behooves us as Republic- 
ans, & Americans, to support that law, so long as it has 
been declared just ; and sanctioned by that honorable body. 
[think it is a question that involves theliberty of our coun- 
wy. Weare well aware that the Missionary Board, or 
some part of them, in that country, are sympathising with 
them,—with many stiff-necked politicians. I fear it will op- 
erate toour injury. We discover they have alresdy com- 
meiiced counciling on the subject, and trying to furma_ne- 
gotiation or a connection with the different tribes, in order 
wearryon the war more effectually. If those Indians 
atceed in forming such connection, [ will leave it to the 
reader to determine what will be the consequences. 
| Another subject I would introduce, respecting the Sub- 
Treasury scheme. Although I was never decidedly in fa- 
vor of it, yet think the intention was good, for this rea- 
ton: I think the public deposites ought to be located where 
they can be controlled without the interference of a State 

. orcorporation. I believe the public deposites 
might@e entrusted with safety in the hands of the local 
banks, were they chartered uuder the provisos of the gen- 
ral banking law.

Remarks by the Editor. 

Our ‘ patron’ need not have used the threat con- 
tained in the last lines of his communication. We 
are happy to give place to the above temperate and 
courteous expression of his views; we have read 
them twice with attention, and now hope that he 
will favor us with like usage while we offer a few 
comments on his article. 

1. As to the Cherokee Indians. If we have said 
any thing about the hardship of their.tyeatment, it 
was probably while their case was under consider- 
ation in Congress. But no matter. Our friend 
says he believes in ‘equal rights and the Liberty 
of mankind.” Very good. There we agree with 
him. Now, our regard for equal rights and liber- 
ty leads us to oppose and condemn the taking 
away of the property and country of a whole peo- 
ple, and driving them from their comfortable and 
flourishing homes into an unknown and inhospita- 
ble wilderness by fraud and the terrors of the bay- 
onet. His views appear to lead him to a different 
conclusion. 

Our friend is in doubt in regard to the legality 
of the Treaty under which the Cherokees are 
driven from their homes to the points of embarka- 
tion with bayonets at the breasts of defenceless 
women and children. In doubt! Has he read 
the affecting Memorial of fifteen thousand six hun- 
dred of that hapless people (whose whole number 
in the old States was about eighteen thousand) im- 
ploring the Government not to enforce that Treaty 
against them, and solemnly protesting that none of 
them had ever made it, or authorised it to be made, 
and that the whole thing was a manifest and pur- 
chased fraud, made up with fifteen or twenty bribed 
renegades of no authority or influence among 
them, who had just'as much power to bind the 
nation as half a dozen adventurers on Navy Jsland 
would have to sell Maine to the British, and take 
Upper Canadain payment. Has our friend ever 
seen the letter of Reverend Mr. Indian Commis- 
sioner Schermerhorn to Gen. Jackson, proposing 
to cook up a treaty after this very fashion of bribing 
a score or two of traitors to sell the country of 
their whole nation, and then hold the nation bound 
by it? Does he know that Gen. Jackson at first 
rejected the scheme with indignation? Does he 
know that this Treaty was smuggled through the 
Senate before its true character was known, and 
that neither House has ever voted it a valid and 
honest compact? If he does know the truth in 
regard to it, then he knows the whole business is 
one of the most shameful and criminal robberies 
ever perpetuated upon a helpless and imploring 
People. 

But our friend argues that Congress has declar- 
ed it right, and therefore every good citizen must 
justify or at least acquiesce in it. We differ from 
him entirely. It is doubtless the public duty of 
the citizen to submit to the laws. He must pay 
his taxes to enforce them, and yield obedience to 
them as laws so long as they remain unrepealed. 
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But must he uphold and justify iniquity and op- 
pression? No! No! No power under Heaven 
can make it our duty to wrong or oppress our fel- 
low man. While an unrighteous act remains in 
force, we must obey it as an act, but we must not 
the less strive to reverse it. He who countenances, 
even by silence or inaction, a National crime be- 
comes in the eye of God and of justice himself a 
criminal. Think you, friend, that the Jews who 
merely formed part of the multitude who cried out 
‘Crucify him!’ might exculpate themselves by 
saying that they kept silence? Nay, think you 
that they might innocently join in the outcry on 
the way to the Cross, and plead that the Saviour 
had been already condemned, and that it thence 
became the duty of every good citizen to uphold 
the sentence and assist in carrying it into execu- 
tion! Let the record of their punishment assist 
you to answer. 

All the current slang about missionaries, &c. 
can never hidethe real merits of the vital ques- 
tion. It is written on the conscience of ever 
man who has a conscience or recognizes a God. 
We all know that the Cherokees were living peace- 
ably and happily on the lands which had been 
theirs from time immemorial, which they had never 
sold to us, but which we had several times solemn- 
ly sworn to secure and guarantee to them for ever. 

or a time, we are content to coax away a strip 
from them, and swear that they shall never be mo- 
lested in the residue. At last, they have no more 
to sell, and decline our urgent solicitations and 
liberal offers. Then the monstrous pretence is set 
up (See Gen. Jackson’s Messages, 1829-30) that 
Indians can have no right to any more lands than 
they actually occupy ; that the General Govern- 
ment cannot enforce its own solemn Treaties with- 
in the limits of a State, and that the Indians must 
remove at any rate, or be given over to the tender 
mercies of those who are ravenous for their pos- 
sessions. But all this fails to frighten or coerce 
them into a surrender, so a sham treaty is made 
with a dozen purchased instruments, and then an 
army is sent onto drive them into the wilderness 
with leveled muskets and presented bayonets. And 
all this fearful aggregate of crime is to be justified 
or condemned by the votes of the People at the 
coming Elections. Be the result what it may, our 
hands shall be clean from the blood of that help- 
less people ; and when the tidings shall come that 
in their new consignment to barbarism, from which 
they were rapidly emerging, famine, hostility or 
pestilence has destroyed them, the guilt shall rest 
not upon our soul. 

Our friend next broaches the Sub-'Treasury 
question. On this we are happy to find our views 
more nearly accordant than the other. He likes 
the General Banking Law, and so do we. There 
were many more influential but none more ardent 
than ourselves in advocating its principles and urg- 
ing its passage in every way that we could do so. 
We eoncur with him in wishing that all Banks 
were formed upon its principles, and we trust they 
soon will be. Such a consummation would com- 
pletely upset the outcry of “monopoly” against 
Banks. But all this is aside from the main ques- 
tion. He thinks that the Public Money ought to 
be put just where it will be most safe, and most 
likely to be forthcoming when.wanted. Just so, 
precisely. Where will that be! In answering 
that question, we use precisely the same common 
sense which would guide us if it were our own 
money that was to be disposed of. If by-some 
means or other, we should happen to have a thou 
sand or more dollars on hand, that we did not wan 
to use to-day, but might want to-morrow, next 
week, next month, or next winter, and which we 
did not choose to lend orrisk in any way because 
it might be wanted at an hour’s notice, we should 
not hire a man to keep it for us, nor draw the specie 
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for it and buy an iron chest to lock it up in. We 
should simply deposit it in one of the soundest and 
best Banks within our knowledge, take a credit for 
it, and draw the money out whenever it should be 
wanted.—Is not this the right way? We have 
tried it, and we have tried other ways, such aslen«- 
ing to a friend, or investing in some property, any 
little surplus we might happen to have temporarily 
on hand, and, as a general rule, this mode of de- 
positing in Bank has turned out the safest and best. 
It is because we have so found it, that we advocate 
it as the best plan for the Government, We think 
others and the Government itself have found it +o 
too. ‘Yet we would not have a dollar placed in 
any Bank where it is not absolutely safe; and if 
the capital were insufficient, we would exact any 
amount of personal responsibility in addition. 
There have been great errors, not to say villainies, 
in this respect, but no more of that. Does our 
friend think it would be better than this to erect a 
nu:nber of costly Sub- Treasuries and appoint Re- 
ceivers General and assistants to take care of the 
Public Money? He is called to answer this ques- 
tion at the approaching Election. 

But the preliminary is not the main question, 
after all. If the People of New-York now de- 
cide for the Sub-Treasury Scheme it will be estab- 
lished, and must include the rejection Y all Paper 
Money by the Government. Public Lands must 
be paid for in Specie, so must the Duties on im- 
ported goods be paid, so must Postages, Patents, 
&c. The effect of this exaction must be to re- 
duce the Currency of the country, say at least 
one-third, and all prices of property and moncy 
values in proportion. How hard this must operate 
upon those who are in debt, who hold property on 
mortgage, &c. we need not describe. It must be 
extremely inconvenient, moreover, to thousands to 
oblige them to run toa Bank,or perhaps to a dozen 
Banks, for Specie, whenever they have to make a 
payment for Lands, Duties, Patents, or Postage. 
It will be embarrassing and injurious in the gene- 
ral results and in individual cases. Does our 
friend cast his vote to éstablish this system, and to 
iucur all its consequences, in the coming Election ? 
We hope that he will at least give one with a dis- 
stinct understanding that the result will be quoted 
as sustaining or rejecting this system. Let us all 
consider calmly and fully, and then vote as we shall 
judge best calculated to preserve the liberties and 
promote the prosperity of our beloved country. 

Our friend puzzles himself unnecessarily about 
‘* the principles of Whiggery,”—(or rather * Whig- 
ary’ or ‘ Whigery,’ as it is variously spelled in his 
manuscript.) If he care as little and place as Jit- 
tle dependence upon mere party names as we do, 
he would not thank us for an essay upon that sub- 
ject. So far as the fitness of the name of Whig 
to those who claim it is concerned, we may inform 
him that it was held originally to distinguish those 
who in England advocated a reduction of the 
power of the King and an increase of power and 
independence to the Representatives of the Peo- 
ple. Afterward it came to distinguish those who 
opposed usurpations, abuses and oppressions inthe 
Executive rulers of the country, and as such it 
was here adapted by those who resisted the arbi- 
trary aets of George III. In that sense, as well as 
its original sense of opposition to the overshadow- 
ing and daily increasing power of the National Ex- 
ecutive in this country, (which, as Mr. Benton re- 
ported to the Senate in 1827, ‘ has increased, is in- 
creasing, and ought to be diminished”) the name 
was chosen by the party who condemned the Re- 
moval of the Deposites in 1834—whether properly 
or otherwise, every man will judge for himself. 
The name is nothing ; principles and measures are 
* alone worthy of serious regard. 

And now a word as to what our friend 
says about *‘ that party which builds its elevation 
upon the calamities, the humiliation, and the mis- 
fortunes of the People.” This isa serious charge ; 
let us look into the facts of the case. 

Six, eight and ten years ago we had a sound 
Currency which was well adapted to the wants of 
the People, and the country was flourishing, pros- 
perous and contented—was it not? In this state

of things, the charter of the United States Bank 
expired, or was soon to expire, and a dispute arose 
about renewing it or creating another in its stead. 
The country was divided into parties, as a free 
country always will and must be. Almost all of 
one party and a considerable portion of the other 
thought experience had demonstrated the necessi- 
ty and great advantages of such a Bank, and they 
were in favor of continuing that or chartering a 
new one. The majority of the party in power, ul- 
timately and rather reluctantly, sided with their 
Chief against one; and, wom Congress passed 
a bill to recharter, the President vetoed and defeat- 
ed it, and was sustained in so doing. He next 
manifested a disposition to remove the Public De 
posites from that Bank before the expiration of its 
old charter, (though the Bank had paid a large 
bonus for its privileges, of which this was the most 
valuable ;) and, though Congress voted that they 
were safe where they were, intimating that they 
ought to remain, and the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury refused to order the Removal, he first turned 
out the Secretary, and then accomplished his ob- 
ject. We were told that we were to have a better 
Currency, more equal and uniform Exchanges, 
better security for the safe keeping of the Public 
Money, and more solid and lasting prosperity for 
the country, than we had before. To this end, the 
Deposites were placed by the single will of one 
man in such Banks as he through his agents 
thought proper to select, and they were specially 
instructed to loan upon them and accommodate 
the People at least as much as the United States 
Bank had ever done. In some cases, they had 
funds plated at command witha special eye to this 
object. Under this new system, every thing went 
ahead like a locomotive. Most or many of us 
fancied that some new royal road to wealth had 
been discovered, and that riches would come with- 
out work and almost without effort. Never were 
such brave times! Old men shook their heads, 
and statesmen who had not aided to produce this 
state of things lifted up their voices, and said that our 
wonderful prosperity was hollow and deceptive; 
but they were cried down as distress prophets, 
panic-makers, &cc. and the whole train howled 
merrily on. At last, the chief engineer, who had 
repeatedly congratulated the country upon the glo- 
rious success of his new improvements in fiscal 
machinery and the uprecedented prosperity of the 
country, began to think we were getting ahead a 
little too fast, and that we should soon be so rich 
all round that there would be nobody to raise corn 
and potatoes. So he put on anew cog-wheel call- 
ed the Specie Circular, which brought the train up 
all standing, except that a good many were knock- 
ed down. Our boasted prosperity vanished like a 
dream; we were hungry and in rags; and even 
what remained of the Public Money had been 
stowed away so safely that it could not be got back 
again, and some of it never will—that portion in 
the hands of Sub-Treasurers being most hopeless. 
All was panic, confusion and real distress. Fora 
time, there was no Currency, no Prosperity, no 
Public Improvement, and hardly any value to Pro- 
perty or employment for Industry. Now, the men 
who had predicted such a result of the great Ex- 
periment, and been scouted out of hearing for their 
absurdity, began again to lift up their voices. The 
Experiment as it was managed had confessedly, 
totally and disastrously failed ; so much so that its 
authors did not dream of reviving it, and began to 
concoct a new Expedient, which Expedient has 
now assumed the shape of the Sub-'Treasury 
Scheme. The People were called to pass judge- 
ment upon this Scheme, and they voted it down, 
with such of its contrivers and abettors as they 
could reach along with it. The interests of the 
country then began to revive, and will continue to 
revive, unless the People choose to return to the 
medicine of their discarded doctors. If they do, 
they have no right to complain if their prosperity 
is poisoned a second time. 

ow on this state of facts our friend bases his 
charge of “ rising on the calamities of the coun- 
try,” &c. If there were any thing wrong in the 





matter, it is the People who are to blame, for they 
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support such men for office as they judge best cal 
culated to advance their interests. When one set 
of public servants appear to be pursuing a w 
course—éne calculated to oppress, injute or ccipgee 
them—they have the right to put others whomth 
like better in their places. This is what our frie 
likens to the “ ancient persecutions,” we Stppor.

The late Elections wear an aspect more ‘favota- 
ble to the Sub-Treasury cause than those of pre- 
ceding months.

THE SUPPRESSION OF SMALL BILLS! 
Extract from the Herkimer Convention Address written by the 

Secre of State :— 

“ The Demvucratic of this State, always desirous of 
securing to the great mass of the People a sound circula- 
ting medium, has co-operated with the General Adminis- 
tration in its efforts to suppress the circulation of bills 
under the denomination of five dollars.” 

E From the Washington Globe. 

“ Let every State commence, and that this winter, ‘he 
suppression of the small bill circulation, and let every 
step taken for that purpose be considered as so much only 
in the progress on of steps which is to end in the suppres- 
sion of all paper money undor one hundred dollars.” 

An Act fer Abolishing Small Bills. 

Be it enacted, &c. That bank notes and paper currency 
of every description shall cease to be received or offered in 
payment on account of the United States, or of the Post 
Office, or in fees of the Courts of the United States, as fol- 
lows: Of less denomination than $20, none after the 
third day of March, 1839; of less denomination than $500, 
none after the third day of March, 1849; of less denomi- 
nation than $1000, none after the third day of March, 
1841; and none of any denomination from and after the 
third day of March, 1842. 

Such are the provisions of the Act introduced by Thos. 
H. Benton into the Senate of the Unised States for doing 
away with bank bills in the fiscal concerns of the Govern- 
ment. Itis the last step “in the progress on of steps 
which is to end in the suppression of all paper money.” 
It is the crowning measure which is to fasten upon this 
country, the Administration policy of a specie currency.— 
It is the golden goal towards which the Government is 
steering, and which the Albany Regency, ‘ following in the 
fuotsteps of its illustrious predecessor,’ is anxious we 
should reach, If the Van Buren party succeed this fall 
in the Empire State, the first step will be taken here in the 
suppression of all bills under five dollars, and there will be 
nothing to arreat our rulers “‘in that progress on of steps 
which is to end in the suppression of all paper money.” 
Electors of New York! it is for you to check them now in 
their mad career, and put a final stop to these destructive 
measures which threaten ruin to our country.

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TO THE 
CITIZENS OF CHAUTAUQUE COUNTY. 


Misrepresentations of fact and injurious inferences, which 
concern only the political principles and conduct of candi- 
dates for popular suffrage, may generally be left to the cor- 
rection of the press. But such misrepresentations and 
inferences as tend to affect the social or business relations 
existing between them and their fellow-citizens, may some 
times demand personal notice. 

During the last two weeks many statements have been 
published calculated to excite apprehensions among you 
concerning your business relations with the Chautauque 
Land Office. 

It is not my intention to question the justice or magnan- 
imity of this mode of attack—or to inquire why those who 
have been so suddenly overcome by solicitude on behalf of 
“the hardy and honest settlers of the West,” have been so 
long, as it would now seem, criminally indifferent to your 
welfare ; or whether their kind concern for you will con- 
tinue after the election which now approaches shall have 
passed. 

Knowing from your it¥elligence and past liberality that 
your confidence was not to be easily shaken, I have waited 
before making this expose, until those engaged in their efforts 
should have submitted to the public all the accusations they 
might deem it to their advantage to allege against me. 
And although to many of you these accusations will now 
come for the first time, I shall not hesitate to submit them 
in all their enormity, and in the language in which they 
have been promulgated. 

It was insinuated some two weeks since, by an anon- 
ymous correspondent of the Mayville Sentinel, that :— 


“‘ The bonds and mortgages of the settlers of Chautauque 
County are now in Wall-street, New-York.” 

“‘ That some Trust Company has a deed of all the lands 
of the settlers.” 

“ That through the agency of Nicholas Biddle and others, 
William H. Seward has raised money in Europe at an 
nterest of five per cent. while he demands seven per cent. 
from you.” ; 

«* And that he and his associates pay interest annually 
and extort interest from you semi-annually.” 

These anonymous accusations were copied into the Al- 
bany Argus, and received the sanction of that journal. 4 

The Albany Argus of October 3d, says:— 

“Tt is alleged that Mr. tb as agent of a few Whig 

ulators, has sold to a foreign corporation, mortgages 
which cover the farms and firesides of rnc ab hardy and 
honest settlers of the West. That he has, by this operation, 
put their prosperity, quiet and happiness, in some measure at 
the disposal of a soulless corporation, which will have no 
sympathy with them.” 

The Rochester Daily Advertiser, still more alarmed for 
your security, charges that :— 

“At the time Seward obtained the mortgages, he 
promised the settlers (and it was considered a part of 
the stipulation between him and them) that he would 
retain the mortgages in his own hands: so that if they 
were not aie to take them up at the expiration of 
the time for which they were given, Seward could renew 
them, and thereby prevent the ruin and distress to the hon- 
est settlers which would be the inevitable consequence of a 
foreclosure. Instead, however, of doing as he agreed, he 
immediatély sold the mortgages to a foreign corporation. 
Corporations have no souls, and of course the corporation 
to which Seward sold the mortgages, will demand payment 
of the settlers the moment the mortgages expire. If the 
settlers by any misfortune are not able to raise the amount 
of money necessary to lift the mortgages, they will be fore- 
closed, and the farms sold for half what they are worth, 
and William H. Seward being a heartless speculator by 
trade, and wealthy witha], will doubtless be the purchaser, 
and thus rob the poor settlers of millions of their hard 
earnings.” 


It will surprise you, doubtless, that these confident state- 
ments are altogether inconsistent with your awn knowledge 
of your own affairs. 

In November, 1835, Wilhelm Willink, Walrave Van 
Henkelom, Jan Van Eeghen, Cornelis Isaac Vandervliet 
and others, living in Amsterdam, in Holland, made 
an agreement to sell ‘to Trumbull Cary and George W.

Lay, of Batavia, in this State, all their remaining estate, 
personal and real, in Chautauque County. This estatecon 
sisted, as you well know, in wild lands, reverted lands, lands 
held under valid contracts, anda few bonds and mortgages 
upon lands sold and conveyed. 


The purchase-money upon the sale was payable as follows : 
$50,000 in hand, and the residue in four equal in- 
stalments, of six, twelve, eighteen and twenty-four months. 
For the security of the Holland Company, it was stipula- 
ted that they should retain the legal title of the property, 
receive all the moneys which should be collected, and take 
in their own name and retain all securities by bonds, mort- 
gages and contracts, which should be taken on the sale of 
the lands and liquidation of debts. But the local agent of 
the Holland Company was, as far as should be consistent 
with its security, to be governed by the direction of the 
new (equitable) proprietors. 

In May, 1836, application was made to me to assume 
the agency of the estate. Its condition at that time you 
well recollect. The Land Office had been demolished ina 
poaular commotion. The books, records, maps, and most of 
the bonds, mortgages and contracts, had been burned. 
The business of the estate was altogether suspended. 
Universal distrust prevailed concerning the title of the 
Holland Company, as well as the terms and condition 
which would be required by the proprietors for a settle- 
ment of the great mass of contracts, and the ccuntry suf- 
fered those ruinous consequences which must inevitably 
follow when the title of its land-holders is felt to be in 
jeopardy. The Holland Company having, about the same 
time, with a view to withdraw its interests from the coun- 
try, made similar agreements of sale for other parts of 


their tract, similar difficulties extended throughout the 


Counties of Erie, Genesse and Cattaraugus. Such was 
the popular excitement, that a crowd of 700 persons made 
a descent upon the Holland Company’s Office at Batavia; 
and when I repaired to that place to determine whether I 
would accept the agency proposed, I found the citizens 
of Batavia organized jin a military force, and a corps of 
men armed, as wellas the citizens, from the State Arsenal, 
occupying the Land Office, and two block houses erected 
for its defence. 

Of the causes of these difficulties, as I had no connexion 
with them, it is not for me to speak. Ié was on that occasiun 
that I received at Batavia the proceedings of your Convention 
held at Mayville, in June, 1836, in which you resolved, that 
the proprietgrs be invited to openan office in yourcounty, and 
pledged yourselves that the settlers would cheerfully pay 
the principal and interest accrued upon their contracts, but 
would submit to no extortionate demands by way of what 
was called the Genesee Tariff, compound interest, or other- 
wise. Accustomed always to confide in the intelligence 
and justice of the People, I was determined by this expres- 
sion to accept the trust proposed. Compelled by ill health 
to relinquish my profession, it seemed to me that I might, 
without wrong or injury to you, contribute to restore peace, 
harmony and prosperity in that flourishing region of the 
State where so much unhappy agitation prevailed; and al- 
though I may have erred, this seemed to me not an ua- 
worthy object of ambition, or an ungrateful return for the 
generous confidence its people had, on a former occasion, 
bestowed upon me. Nor did it appear to me morally 
wrong, to receive from the purchasers an adequate com- 
pensation for my services. The compensation tendered, as 
an equivalent for the not unprofitable professional pursuits 
which I abandoned, was invested in the purchase. 

The Holland Company reposed in me the extreme con- 
fidence of constituting me their agent, although I was a 
purchaser under them, and it is due to them and to the 
proprietors to say, that without even the previous formality 
of an agreement in writing, or other instrument than a gen- 
ral letter of Attorney, I went among you to undertake the 
agency you desired should be established. : 

It was known to me that the Holland Company insis 





od 








upon its payments, and these could only be made by raising 
a loan in Europe orelsewhere, to meet their demands sooner 
than they could be collected from you, without intolerable 
oppression. I therefore stipulated with the American Trogt 
Company, before commencing my agency, that as soon as 
the liquidation of the debts by bonds and mortgages could 
be effected, andthe monetary affairs of the country would 
permit, they should advance me their bonds for the amount, 
[ secured also an understanding with the Holland 

Company, that they would favor the proprietors and set. 

ters, until I could accomplish this preliminary settlement 

and security. 

Thus prepared, I opened an office, and invited the settlers 
to liquidate their debts—and quiet all alarm, as well about 
the title of their lands, as the terms and conditions of their 
credit, by taking deeds and executing bondsand mortgages 
for the purchase money. In less than eighteen months 
four thousand persons, whom I found occupying lands 
chiefly under expired and legally forfeited contracts of sale, 
and excited and embarrassed alike by apprehension sbout 
the uncertainty of ever obtaining titles, and anticipated ex. 
actions upon their contracts,—became freeholders—upon 
the terms at their own option either of payment of 
their purchase money, or payment of a convenient por 
tion thereof, and a credit of five years for the residue. 

When the occupant could not pay an advance, and his 
improvements were insufficient to secure his debt, his con 
tract, no matter how long expired, was renewed without 
any paymént. It was always, as you well know, a principle 
of my agency, that no mancould lose his land by forfeit. 
ure if he would but agree to pay for it in five years.— 
There was none so poor that he could not secure his 
“farm and his fireside.” I think, too, you will recol 
lect that to the sick and infirm, I invariably sent their pa- 
pers for securing their farms ; to the indigent, the money 
to bear their exvenses to the land office; and since I am 
arraigned asa “ soulless speculator,” I may add that to the 
widow, I always made a deduction from the debt of Ti 
deceased husband. To the common schools I gave lands 
gratuitously for their school houses. From the time I 
came first among you to this period, Ihave never refased 
any indulgence of credit and postponement that was 0% 
ed at my hands. ] 






When I found a few persons ( 
must necessarily be some,) who were obstinate in 
terms generally esteemed so liberal, 1 appealed to 
first through the public newspapers, then by letters through 
the Post Office, and finally bya message sent directly to 
their houses. When these efforts failed to arrest their 
attention, and ina few cases legal proceedings or for- 
feitures were necessary, I unifcrmly conveyed the land up- 
onthe same terms as if the occupants had earlier compli- 
ed with the terms which their fellow-citizens deemed so 
reasonable and liberal. 

Thus contentment was universally diffused among 
you, when the pressure of 1837 fell upon you, and 
me, and the whole country. Foreseeing many cases of em- 
barrassment, in making payments on your bonds and 
mortgages in that season of scarceness of money, I im- 
mediately issued a notice that the first payment of princi- 
pal would be dispensed with ifthe interest should be paid. 
Having then obtained a definite proposition from the 
American Trust Company, that the advance to the propri- 
etors should be upon a credit of ten years, with semi-annu- 
al interest, I immediately anounced to you the welcomeand 
unexpected proposition to extend your bonds and mortgages 
for the same period upon the same terms. This proposi- 
tion has been generally accepted, and it is yet open to all. 

On the 11th of July, 1838, after two years continued 
notice that the title of the Holland Company would pass 
from them to the proprietors or their trustees; the impro- 
ved condition of the estate and the returning prosperity of 
the country, enabled me to conclude my arrangement 
with the American Trust Company. That Institution ad- 
vanced to me its bonds for the amount owed by, you to 
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the Proprietors, and by the Proprietors to the Holland 
Company; and I paid them over to John Jacob Vander- 
kemp, agent of the Holland Company, at a sacrifice to my 
associates, and myself, in discharge of their whole de- 
mands. Desirous to secure you against all possible incon- 
venience from this arrangement, it was agreed that the es- 
tate should remain as before, under my agency; and the 
title of the lands, bonds, mortgages and contracts, was vested 
by adeed in myself with two others, as trustees to continue 
the settlement of the estate for the benefit of the Proprietors, 
and the security of the American Trast Company. This 
deed was immediately placed on record in Chautauque 
County. The agreement between the parties stipulates 

thet my agency in person or by my own appointment, 
shall continue three years; and that payments made by 
you in Chaulauque County, shall be credited as soon as 
paidthere. The bonds, mortgages and contracts, re- 
main under this arrangement in the Chautauque land 
office, whence they have never been removed. 

In this transaction the Bank of the United States has 
had this agency :—the general agent of the Holland Com- 
pany has always kept his accounts and deposits with that 
institution, and his remittances were made through it. The 
payments from the Chautauque office, like those of all the 
other offices on that tract, passed through the same institu- 
tion. It received the Bonds of the American Trust Com- 
pany at the discount stipulated by me, and paid for them 
by a certificate of deposite to Mr. Vanderkemp, payable at 
six months. : 


From this explanation, it appears that your bonds and 
mortgages are not in Wall street, nor in the Bank of the 
United States, but where you have always found them,—in 
the Chautauque land office. 

That no Trust Company, foreign or domestic, has a deed 
of your lands; but that the title of the lands of the estate, 
and your securities, is vested in myself and my associate 
trustees, citizens of this State, instead of Wilhelm Willink, 
Walrave Van Heukelom, and others in Europe. ; 

That neither through the agency of Nicholas Biddle nor 
ise, have I borrowed money in Europe or elsewhere, at 
cent. and loaned it to you at seven per cent.; but 
of demanding from you immediate payment of 
yourindebtedness tothe Holland Company, I have borrowed 
the money upon your credit, and that of the proprietors, 
and for your benefit and ours, upon a term of ten years, at 
seven per cent., of which you have the full benefit. 

That the proprietors do not exact of you semi-annual 
interest while they pay interest annually; but that while 
they pay interest semi-annually you pay annually or semi- 
annually, at your own option. 

That your “ farms and firesides” have not been put in jeop- 
ardy by me, but in just so much as a deed subject to abond 
and mortgage, with ten years’ credit, is a more safe ten- 
ure than an expired and forfeited contract of sale, they 
have been secured to you. 

And that you have not been delivered over to a “ soulless 
corporation,” but that your affairs have been arranged so as 
to secure you against any possible extortion or oppression in 
any quarter—and your bonds and mortgages are more cer- 
tainly accessible to you for payment than before the ar- 
rangement was made. 

I have only to add, what you well recollect, that in all 
the settlement of this estate, no cent of advance upon your 
farms, or compound interest, or of costs upon your debts, 
has gone into my hands or that of any other proprietor.— 
That no man has ever lost an acre of land which he desired 
or asked to retain, with or without money; no bond, mort - 
gage or contract, has been prosecuted for arrear of princi- 
pal, or less than two years’ interest;—no proceedings of 
foreclosure have ever been instituted, when the occupant 
would pay a sum equal to one year’s interest—and every 
forfeiture has been relinquished upon an agreement to pay 
the principal and interest due. 

To the People of Chautauque County, of all political

parties, this statement is due, for the generous confidence 
they have reposed inme, and the hospitality they have exten- 
ded to me. Itis required, moreover, by a due regard for their 
welfare, since their prosperity must be seriously affected by 
any discontents about their title and security. It is due to 
the harmeny and contentment of their “firesides.” And 
if it needs other apology, it will be found in the duty I 
owe to others; for, however willing Imay be to leave my 
own conduct to the test of time ‘and candor, I cannot suf- 
fer their interests to be put in jeopardy.

In view of such consequences, is it not expedient to turn 
our attention inwards? We have wasted time enough in 
watching the action of other States. Let us dismiss all 
care aboutour neighbors? What is it to us, if they choose 
to kiss the rod of the scourger? What if Pennsylvania is 
sealed up in its darkness, or if Ohio has fallen back? The 
Freemen of the Empire State will not follow their recreant 
steps. The Whigs of New-York will not ingloriously 
shrink or fly, because their advanced guards have given 
way. Such emergencies only try the spirit and temper of 
men. They tax the zeal and test the patriotism of the 
People. 

We have, in this State, abundant and crying evils and 
wrongs to redress, other than those inflicted by the Gene- 
ral Government. Our State Administration is rotten tothe 
inmost cure. The Albany Regency rule with rods of iron. 
Every species of oppression and corruption is practised. 
The people endured oppression until “ forbearance ceased 
te be a virtue.”” They then rose in their strength and 
threw off the burthen. In 1837, after fourteen years of 
wanton misrule, the people asserted their rights -and 
avenged their wrongs. 

With the Whig triumph of last fall, came relief and re- 
form. The Tyrants who had the people by the throat, 
were compelled to relax their grasp. The Whig House of 
Assembly accomplished much—very much for the common 
welfare. But the destructives hold possession of the Ex- 
ecutive, and one of the Legislative Departments of the 
Government. The people have now the opportunity and 
the power to dislodge them. The work of full and free 
redemption may now be effected. 

New-York isa Whig State. Had our Election occurred 
two weeks since, the Whig ticket would have been triumph- 
antly sustained. Of this no intelligent man entertains a 
doubt.

There is strength enough at home to sustain our cause. We 
have the power to vindicate our principles and to elect our 
candidates. Let us torget that other states have disap- 
pointed our hopes, and go to work heartily, with the assu- 
rance that ¢his great state can and wiil maintain its Whig 
ascendancy. 

The eyes and the hopes of the Union are now upon New- 
York. The Empire State must determine the great ques- 
tion at issue between the People and the Usurpers. She 
is the last and only barrier between FreEEDom and Despo- 
tism. She must breast the shock alone. The conflict 
will be a hard one, but the glory of presezving the Repub- 
lic will be an abiding and triumphant reward.

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OF THE DEMOCRATIC STATE CONVEETION,

Frettow-Citizens—We have been assembled at this 
crisis in the history of our Republic, to consider of the 
Candidates for Governor and Lieutenant Governor to be 
supported at the ensuing Election, and to take such mea- 
sures as might be deemed advisable to effect the reorgani- 
zation of the Democratic Republican party upon the prin- 
ciples of Jefferson, and the Resibiemne of '98. The sud- 
den and violent departure of those who had been intrusted 
by the Democratic Republican party, with the maintenance 
of their principles in the administration of the Federal and 
our State Governments; the Anti-Republican destructive 
and dangerous measures they have embraced; and the spirit 
of bitter and unrelenting intolerance and persecution ex- 
hibited by them towards those who adhere to the princi- 
ples of Democracy and their individual integrity, have ren- 
dered union and concert of action necessary to the preser- 
vation of our institutions of civil and religious freedom, as 
well as to personal defence and protection. The treachery 
and perfidy of these political leaders and men in power, 
to the principles of the Democratic Lepublican party, as 
practised by Jefferson and Madison, and to their own pre- 
vious professions, has but few parallels in the annals of 
human depravity. The confiding citizens, who had ¢on- 
tributed their means and most zealous exertions to 
the success of the party in the elevation of these men, be- 
lieving that they were thereby securing the success of pre- 
servative measures of Government, were speedily awaken- 
ed from their delusions; and the whole —- paused in 
astonishment in view of the alarming strides of the Federal 
Government towards the establishment of absolute power, 
and the “ perpetual ascendency” of the men in office: 
even the minions of power, the creatures of Executive fa- 
vor, looked aghast when the Sub-Treasury Bill was an- 
nounced as the measure of Mr. Van Buren’s Adminiséra- 
tion, and the official declaration was made in his behali’ of 
his determination “ to sink or swim” with it, while a com- 
mon and general murmur of disappointment and disappro- 
bation ran through the community at large. There was 
one class of citizens in the City of New-York, and some 
few individuals of kindred feelings and sentiments in other 
portions of the State, who res led to the recommenda- 
tion of the Sub-Treasury with fellow-feeling and sympathi- 
sing affection. They were the of Agrarians and 
Radicals, who, under the instructions of Fanny Wright and 
other teachers of her school, had long been aiming at the 
overthrow of all existing institutions and all laws for the 
protection of private property. The ravings of these athe- 
ists in religion and fanatics in politics, were viewed as 
harmless, when weighed with the sober, steady, and sincere 
veneration and regard of the great mass of the American 
People for the revealed truth, and their strong attachment 
to the institutions of Republican freedom, until a portion of 
their policy was edegenl as the leading measure cf the 
present Administration, and as the only touchstone of Re- 
publican principles or practice. 

This new party had, under various names and titles, pur- 
sued its objects of civil revolution for the destruction of a 
Government “ which had denied to every human being an 
equal amount of property on.arriving at the age of maturity, 
and previous thereto, equal food, clothing, and instruction 
at the public expense,” until the close of the year 1836, 
and commencement of 1837, when they embraced the Sub- 
Treasury Scheme as one: of the instruments for accom- 
plishing their wishes. During the period above stated, and 
while this party were urging the ‘divorce of Bank and 
State,” and the abolition of all laws for the enforcement of 
contracts with equal clamor and violence, the Democratic 
Republican party, and its organs, stood in an attitude of 
open and unqualitied hostility to these original Loco-Focos. 
The Albany Argus and other papers, professing to belong 


Evening Post and Plaindealer, the then advocates for this 
divorce and organs of the Loco-Focos; and the latter 
journals had been either disavowed by, or professed not to 
belung to the Democratic Republican party. 

These facts sufficiently exhibit the causes of that amaze- 
ment which was so universally felt when Mr. Van Buren 
embraced their policy, and brought the whole power of the 
Government and influence of his personal friendship and 
official station to aid in fastening it upon the country. 
Then that unnatural war on the part of the Government 
against the People, their interests, institutions, and 
piness, was waged with all the violence of a mortal strug- 
gle; and we have witnessed the social and business rela- 
tions of the country shaken to their very foundations, con- 
tidence destroyed, industry paralyzed, hope blasted, despair 
and want abroad in a land gifted by Providence with une- 
quulled means of prosperity, and, heretofore, under wise 
and Republican Administrations, attaining the highest 
summits of honor and felicity. With this inauspicious and 
fatal change of friends, policy and principles, on the part 
of the Government, arose this mass of profiigacy ; idleness 





and infidelity took the lead in political matters connected 


to the Republican party, were at open variance with the ,,. 
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with the Administration; men, who had borne the patient 
testimony of long, exemplary, and honorable lives, to the 
truth-of the Democratic Republican creed, and the sincer- 
ity of their political faith, and who refused to abandon 
their principles, and come in under this new direction, were 
officially denounced as “ traitors and turn-coats,” hunted 
and pursued by a profligate and subservient pensioned 
press, and assailed with violence by mobs under the direc- 
tion of officers of the Federal Government, when peaceably 
assembled “to oppose, with manly firmness, all invasion of 
the rights of the People.” 

We have since beheld the current of official confidence 
and favor extending to the leaders of this turbulent and dis- 
contented faction, with humiliating and disgusting intima- 
cy; men, whose character and conduct have been unable 
to secure them the association or respect of the virtuous 
and honorable in their own neighborhoods, have made an 
ostentatious display of their familiar, and apparently con- 
fidential intercourse with the Chief Magistrate of the na- 
tion; and as it would seem with a design to remove all 
possible incredulity on this subject, several of the most no- 
toriously profligate have been recently advanced or appoint- 
ed to impertant public stations. Thus have we witnessed- 
in rapid succession, on the part of our public servants, an 
open departure from the principies of our party, and their 
own professions, the open adoption of the principles and 
policy of the Radical Fanny Wnght Loco-Foco party, the 
denunciation of the men who refused to follow this unhal- 
lowed lead, the attempt, by force, to coerce the dissaiisfied, 
and quell all opposition, and the unblushing elevation of 
the abandoned instruments of usurpation and oppression 
to responsible public trusts! These acts constitute a series 
of outrages upon the principles of our Government and the 
moral sense of our People; and it remains to be seen 
whether their violence and the sufferings they have occa- 
sioned have so stunned the public sensibilities, that no 
efficient hand of correction and redress shall be put forth 
to rescue American liberty, and raise the prostrate honor 
of the nation. 

The Democratic Republicans who now address you, are 
those who have stood fast by their political faith, and un- 
changed in their political character and objects amid the 

neral defection with which they have been surrounded. 

hey have withstood the designs, resisted the temptations, 
and repelled the measures of those insane and wicked men, 
who have been endeavoring, under the name of Democratic 
Republicanism, to subvert the principles of our Govern- 
ment, and change its entire practice; and in the revo- 
lution, which must necessarily ensue, destroy the institu- 
tions of the States, and fasten an irresistible dezpotism 
upon the country. 

They have justly appreciated the original object of the 
organization of their party to pursue the middle and safe 
course, to avoid any increase of the Executive powers, to 
limit and define by law the Executive duties, to prevent 
any union, in his person, ef the sword and the purse, and 
tw shun the extreme of unrestrained license and anarchy 
on the one hand, and of consolidation and despotism on the 
other. They have seen in the course of the measures of 
the present Administration, the basis forming for-the erec- 
tion of a Government more powerful and consolidated than 
Federalism ever hoped for, realizing the wishes of the 
most enthusiastic monarchists. Hence we find that all the 
members of the old Federal party, who have, in the lapse 
of time, attached themselves to the Democratic Republi- 
can ranks, are now in the midst of the Loco-Foco party, 
seconding their efforts with all their zeal and power, to fas- 
ten this odious Sub-Treasury scheme upon the land, for the 
destruction of the State Rights, the palladium of popular 
iberties. True to their first impressions; they are co-la- 
borers with Mr. Van Buren and his Loco-Foco party, in 
their great efforts to establish a strong Government 
and consolidated political power. The great agent in 
this scheme has always been the treasures of the nation. 

The Federalists of the old school sought its accomplish 
ment through a National Bank, directed mainly by indi- 
viduals chosen by the stockholders, but in which the Fede- 
ral Government was interested, and enjoying through its 
immense capital and the possession of the public funds, a 
controlling influence over the moneyed affuirs of the nation. 
The modern Federal Loco-Foco Nullification party, im- 

roving upon the boldness of the ancient Federal party, 
oe adopted the National Bank Sub-Treasury Scheme, 
placing the whole under the sole control of the Executive 
and officers appointed by him, removeable at his will. 
This is the most objectionable of all the forms of a Na- 
tional Bank. Being founded solely upon the revenues of 
the nation, and under the control of the Executive officers, 
it is a Government Bank for issuing, without limit, “ irre- 
deemable paper,” and a ready and potent instrument of 

pression in the hands of any ambitious or despotic ruler. 
The Democratic Republican party rallied under our late 
Chief Magistrate and sustained him in his efforts to pre- 
vent the recharter of the late Bank of the United States; 
and while Mr. Van Buren was pledged to follow iu the 
footsteps of his illustrious predecessor, they little thought 
him capable of recommending a National Goverament 
Bank, tenfold more hideous, alarming, and dangerous than 
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the monster just crushed by the agency of President Jack- 
son. In the just hope entertained by them that the ques- 
tion of a United States Bank had been disposed of, and put 
at rest, they have been disappointed by the course of Mr. 
Van Buren; and they are stil called upon to fight the bat- 
tle against ‘a National Bank, although we regret to say, 
the banner of the Federal Bank is now borne by those who 
were our leaders in the former contest against such an in- 
stitution. We were against a National Bank under Pre- 
sident Jackson and the unchanged Democratic Republicans 
are against the National Sub-Treasury Bank under Mr. 
Van Buren. Men may change names, but principles never 
change. We were against the National” Bank heretofore 
existing on the ground of expediency; we oppose the Sub- 
Treasury National Bank of Mr. Van Buren not only on the 
ground of its utter inexpediency but as hostile to the es- 
sential principles of a Republican Government. 

The issue attempted to be placed before the people, that 
the choice at the ensuing election must be made between 
the Sub-Treasury Government Bank and a National Bank, 
formed by an incorporation of individual stockholders, and 
subject to their direction and control, is wholly false and de- 
ceptive. The issue is Sub-T'reasury or no Sub-Treasu- 
ry, Ory in other words, a Government Bank, and no State 
Banks—Siate Rights and State Banks, and no Govern- 
ment Bank! The pretence, that if the People do not vote 
for the Sub-Treasury Government Bank at the ensuing elec- 
tion, they must have a National Bank in the other form, 
is the pitiful device of artful demagogues, designing to be- 
tray while they hope to allure the popular contidence. If 
the people vote against the Sub-Treasury Government 
Bank at the ensuing election, it is manifest that they will 
escape the blighting curse of that despotic measure. If, 
on the contrary, they vote for the Sub-Treasury, or for can- 
didates who have abandoned their principles so far as to 
endorse it, they arm the hand of the Federal. Executive 
with the withering scourge, and may live to see the last 
hope of a Government of free institutions perish! IF the 
Sub-Treasury Government Bank be defeated at the ensuing 
election, let us see whether it be possible that a National 
Bank shall be created, and if so, with whom the responsi- 
bility of that measure will rest. The Congress which is 
next to assemble is the same which has already defeated 
the Government Sub-Treasury Bark. Should the People, 
at the next election reiterate in the tones of thunder with 
which they expressed their detestation of this obnoxious 
scheme at the last election, their continued abhorrence of 
this attempt to deprive them of their liberties, and destroy 
their prosperity, will Mr. Van Buren in his next Message, 
again insult the majesty, and question the intelligence and 
virtue of his fellow-citizens, despite the sovereign voice, and 
persistin the measure, “‘ in spite of all lamentations here 
andelsewhere?” If so, the same Congress which has al- 
ready so firmly vindicated the popular honor, and sustained 
the People’s rights and interests, will again rebuke this 
daring arrogance, and teach usurping ambition that the 
People must and will prevail. 

If Mr. Van Buren should happen to be sincere in his 
declarations, that the issue is Sub-Treasury or National 
Bank, and the People vote to have no Sub-Treasury, will 
Mr. Van Buren then recommend his other alternative, the 
National Bank? If so, by the aid of the Whigs he might, 
with his corps of subservients, carry that: or will he rather. 
upon being driven out of his own scheme for a Government 
Bank, fall back into the footsteps of his predecessor, and 
recommend the great measureof Jackson’s Administration, 
the State Bank Deposite System? If so, by the aid of 
the unchanged Democratic Republicans in Congress he can 
carry that. So that the question of a National Bank being 
incorporated upon the defeat of the Sub-Treasury Govern- 
ment Bank, depends entirely upon Van Buren and his sub- 
servatives, if they add to their present organization of 
Federals, Loco-Focos and Nullifiers, such Whigs as are 
still in favor of such an institution, they may attain the 
lesser evil; but they can have no aid or countenance in this 
effort from the unchanged Democratic Republicans. We 
have been thus minute in the examination of this feature 
of the present political controversy from the fact, that on 
the fraud and deception practised here, the Loco-Foco 
Government Bank party rest their entire hope of success. 
They are busily engaged in directing the People’s attention 
tu another quarter, by raising the phantom of a National 
Bank, while the snare is thrown upon their necks, and 
when too late they will find themselves helplessly, and 
hopelessly borne down beneath the Juggernaut car of a 
Sub-Treasury Government Bank. We warn them of the 
tricks of these political jugglers, and we implore them, by 
their love of liberty, and hope of happiness and prosperi 
ty, to take heed and beware. 

We cannot, within the brief limits of this address, unfold 
to you all the dangers and mischiefs to be brought upon 
our free institutions, and upon our individual rights, by the 
passage of this Sub-Treasury Government Bank—It has 
come home, with a realizing sense of danger, not only to 
every man who has by industry and prudence acquired pro- 
perty, but to every one who hoped to obtain it. When the 
dreadful scheme was suspended in doubt before the Re- 
presentatives of the People, the nation paused, and wit- 














nessed the fearful struggle between freedom and despotism 
with appelling interest—when it was announced that the 
bill of abominations was defeated, that the Government 
Bank was lost, the glad tidings sprang on thé wings of the 
wind to the remotest verge of the Union, and universal 
joy, gratulatiun, thanks and animation pervaded the land. 
Under the benign and cheering influences of this triumph 
of the People, confidence is reviving, trade is resuming her 
wonted channels, and the long continued darkness of em. 
barrassment and adversity has begun to yield to the dawn- 
ing light of prosperity and felicity. There is but one con: 
sideration that dampens the general feeling of grateful joy. 
Itis in the fact, that if the People do not remain true to 
their principles, their integrity and themslves, at the ensu- 
ing election, and set the seal of final reprobation upon this 
iniquitous project of mad ambition, that it will return with 
all its scathing influences upon the land and throw the 
gloom of despair over the People. Under what a solemn 
responsibility to your own peace, the welfare of your own 
families, the prosperity of your nation and the liberties of 
those entitled to inherit from you the great birthright of 
freedom, does your vote rest? If you vote for a man in 
favor of the Sub-Treasury Bank, you vote for the creation 
of that mighty engine of destruction. You relinquish. the 
blood-purchased privileges transmitted to you by your an 
cestors, you sacrifice your present possessions, your future 
hopes and prospects—and all for what? that you may aid 
by your vote in erecting a practical monarchy, perpetuate 
office in the men now in power, and the successors to be 
appointed by them, and terminate the experiment of self- 
government! Can the human mind be so deluded as to 
commit a voluntary destruction of its own existence! 
When the wretched suicide raises his own arm to take the 
life another gave, Christianity and charity{indulge the be- 
lief that he was insane! Will you, by your votes, cut off 
the blessings of freedom given us by our ancestors as the 
fruit of their seven years’ unwearied and bloody toil for 
independence? | Will you vote to combine in the person of 
the President of the United States, every attribute which 
may define a monarch or create a tyrant? If so, vote for 
the Sub-Treasury Bank ? 

But, we have heard it urged, that if we do clothe the 
Federal Executive with these enormous and. dangerous 
powers, they will be wisely and safely administered in the 
hands of the present Administration—let us examine for a 
moment the evidence on this subject! The present Ad- 
ministration has been signalized by its hostility to the 
“ credit system ;” and its Sub-Treasury Bank project was 
brought forward as the great antagonist of that system and 
framed to ensure its complete destructio and hate? 
of a system which was scattering its blessings far and wide, 
equally in all parts, and upon the poor as well as the rich, 
could not refrain from taking measures for its more speedy 
extermination, and accordingly we find Mr. Van Buren, in 
his first Message, recommending a special bankrupt law 
“applicable to corporations and other bankers,”’ to sweep, 
them at a single blow, into the hands and control of the 
Federal Government. A series of systematic efforts had 
been previously prosecuted by the Treasury Department to 
drain the Banks of their specie ; the Specie Circular was 
resorted to for effecting the transition of a large portion 
to the western wilderness, where it would be useless and un- 
availing in a time of pressure, and in the meantime the 
People were stimulated by the Executive organ, and the 
whole Loco-Foco press, to ruin the Banks! These nume- 
rous engines, directed at the seat of Government and un- 
der the control of the Executive will, soon produced the 
disastrous consequences anticipated from them, and the 
Banks were accordingly compelled to suspend specie pay- 
ments. They had been once before in our history compel 
led to suspend by the British Government, during the last 
war; they were now compelled to suspend by the action of 
a Government equally hostile; and we cannot but feel a 
sense of honest indignation at the wrong and outrage, when 
we state that this Government was our own! In this crip- 
pled condition, the Banking institutions of the country 
were, under the Bankrupt Law, to be made the speedy prey 
to the burning desire for swift destruction. The Conserva 
tive feelings of the American People rescued them from the 
jaws of destruction, and through them saved the Jand from 
being swept with the besom of universal ruin. 

It may be asked of us, how we are to vote against the 
Sub-Treasury when we do not nomivate any candidates, 
and why we do not make the nomination for that purpose? 
We do not make the nomination because two sets of canr 
didates are already before the people, one of whom has 
been nominated by the Federal Loce-F oco Nullifying Sub- 
Treasury Government Bank party, and has endorsed their 
scheme; and the other has been nominated by the Whigs, 
and is opposed to the “ untried expedient.” The un-

ie Credit System, and the ruin of the North. Upon that 
‘tain he hopes to build up his Southern confederacy. A 
most corrupt and unkallowed coalition has been entered 
into, to sell the interests of the North for the votes of the 
South—the South is to be carried by purchasing their in- 
terests—the North is tobe delivered over to the control of 
the South by “party discipline’—The support of the 
South 1s solicited to the Sub-Treasury Bank, because it 
will destroy the ‘‘ Credit System,” and blast the prosperity 
of the North. The support of the North is invoked be- 
cause it is a harmless and inoffensive measure calculated 
to dono injury. Either the South is deceived or the North 
is cajoled ; and the fraud is too apparent to lure the un- 
changed Democratic Republicans. 

It has been predicted by the authors and supporters of 
the destructive measures which have inflicted so much suf- 
fering, distress and misery upon our whole people, “that 
things would all come out right,” and that prosperity 
would return, and now, when the indomitable enterprise 
and perseverance of the American People, are triumphing 
over the most insane or wicked schemes ever planned 
and + pe to be executed in an enlightened country, 
insult is added to their injuries, and they are told by those 
who meditated and sought their destruction, that they are 
the authors of the returning prosperity. The language of 
the ministers’ organs, and supporters of Mr. Van Buren on 
this subject, resembles that of the ministers of the British 
King during the incipient measures which led to the Ameri- 
can Revolution. The complying officers of the British 
King claimed that the American Colonies were “fed by 
their country,” grown up by “ their indulgence.” We re- 
ply to this, in the indignant language of the eloquent men 
who answered these original sentiments of the ministers of 
despotic power, that we have begun to emerge from a state 
of adversity “in spite of our rulers.” Is it to be any con- 
« to the man who has been stripped of the acquisi- 
tion of his industry, blasted in his expectations,and destroy- 
ed in his Lahm sn that the power of his oppressors were 
limited, and a dawn of hope begins to dissipate the 
thick despair around him, “in spite of the lamentations of 
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his rulers?" Will it compensate the wretched sufferer for 


the avenues to future acquisition? Shall the author’s of a 
nation’s suffering and a nation’s ruin go “ unwhipped of 
justice,” because they could not make wretchedness and 
want the certain. doom and future inheritance of an 
American citizen? 

It is alleged that the Sub-Treasury bill is in practical op- 
eration, and that the improvement in our affairs has been 
effected under its influences, and that the result proves that 
many of the evils apprehended from it are unfounded.— 
The allegation that the Sub-Treasury is in operation is a 
naked and unqualified falsehood. The State Bank depo- 
site system is now every where in operation, and with no_ 
difference in form from the measure of Gen. Jackson’s Ad 
ministration, except that the Collectors and Receivers de- 
posite the public money in the Banks to their own credit, in- 
stead of paying it into the credit of the Treasury of the U. 
States. Until this course was adopted by the officers of 
the Federal Government, there was no prospect of im- 
provement, and no hope of change. While the Collectors, 
Receivers, and Postmasters were harassing the People, 
by their exactions of specie, both Government and Peo- 
ple were sinking lower and lower, in the depths of bank- 
ruptcy. With a return to the former system, hope return- 
ed. That the People may judge of the merits of the Sub- 
Treasury scheme, as a project of practical wisdom, we 
state, that it is tantamount to advising our citizens to take 
their money out of the Banks, and to put it in the Post Of-

endorser of that scheme, exhibit a want of principle and 
official integrity, disqualifyirg and disgraceful tothe nation.

exerted to prevent its ever taking effect. That its practi- 
cal operation will be as ruinous as its authors have hoped, 
and its opponents have feared, we prove, when we state 
that it is designed to make it take the place of a United 
States Bank, as a regulator of the currency and the busi- 
ness of our citizens, and to be the means of introducing an 
Exclusive Metallic Currency. That such are the inten- 
tions of its authors, are evident from the declarations of 
the messages of Mr. Van Buren, the reports of Silas 
Wright, and Cambreleng, and the speeches of its friends 
inCongress. Any other plan than the receipt of specie 
alone in payment of public dues, is admitted by the Sub- 
Treasuryites to be entirely farsical. Should you vote for 
the bill under the hope or expectation that the specie clause 
will be omitted, your confidence will be betrayed; such a 
measure was never sanctioned by the Administration, and 
wil! never be adopted by them. Ifyou vote for the Sub-

We beg leave to call your attention to the important ob- 
jects for which the Democratic Republican party rallied 
under, and elevated President Jackson.

The limit for the sub- 
sequent period of two years, is as necessary to the success 
of the principle, as the prohibition of an appointment du- 
ring his official term.

lowing day receive the reward of his iniquity in the form of 
an Executive appointment. If the prohibition be made 
not only for the term, but for two years afterwards, the Re- 
presentative will perceive his interest as well as his duty re- 
quires from him fidelity and unswerving devotion to his 
constituents and the welfare of the People.

JOHN C. CALHOUN IN 1834. 

On the 21st March, 1834, John C. Calhoun, (who now 
pretends that he was always a hard money man,) spoke in 
the Senate of the United States as follows: 

“To give efficiency to this power (of regulating the 
coinage,) then some other must be combined with it.— 
The most immediate and obvious, is that which has been 
suggested, of excluding all but specie in the receipts of 
the Gover t. This e would be effectual to a 
certain extent, but, with a declining income, which must 
take place under the operation of the act at the last Ses- 
sion, to adjust the Tariff and which must greatly reduce 
the revenue (a point of the utmost importance in the refor- 
mation and regulation of our institutions,) the efficacy of 
the measure must be correspondingly’diminished. From 
the nature of things it cannot greatly exceed the average of 
the Government deposites, which, I hope, will before many 
years be reduced to the smallest possible amount, so as to 
prevent the possibility of the recurrence of the shameful 
and dangerous state of things which now exist and which 
has been caused by the vast amount of the surplus revenue ; 
but there is, in my opinion, a s/rong, if not insuperable 
objection to this measure, resulting from the fact, that an 
exclusive receipt of specie in the Treasury, would, to 
give it efhcacy and prevent ez/ensive sPECULATION and 
FRAUD, requise an entire DISCONNECTION, on the part of 
the Government with the BANKING sYSTEM in all its forms, 
and a resort to the sTRONG BOX as the means of preserving 
and guarding its funds—a means if practicable at all, in 
the present state of things, liable to the objection of being 
far less SAFE, ECONOMICAL and EFFICIENT than the pres- 
ent.”’ 

In the same argument we find the following emphati- 





sage: 

“ After a full survey of the whole subject, I see none, -I 
can conjecture no means of extricating the country from 
its present danger, and to arrest its fur:her increase, but a 
BANK—the agency of which, in some form or under some 
authority, is indispensable.”

From the N, Y, Commercial Advertiser. 
Twelve Days Later from England. 

We have just received onr files of English papers by the 
steamer Royal William, Captain Swainson. Our London 
dates are to the 19th of September and Liverpool to the 
20th inclusive, the day on which captain S. took his de- 








ure. 

The Royal William has over sixty passengers. She was 
short of water and fuel. For some time before she came 
in, she bad to burn every spare article that could be found 
—aspars, casks, planks, &c. F 

The steam packet Liverpool will positively leave Liver- 
pool onthe 20th inst. 

British Ports open for Foreign Grain.—The Spectator 
of Sept. 15 says, “ scarcity of food is now experienced by 
the bulk of the English people. Yesterday, the average 
price having reached 73s. and a fraction, foreign corn was 
offered as duty free, the duty paid being only a shilling per 
quarter. It is stated that upward of a million of quarters 
of continental wheat, in addition to the previous stock, 
have arrived in London within these few days.” 

Yet it appears from the Mark Lane report of the Courier, 
that there had been a good demand for all descriptions, 
and one shilling per quarter advance had been obtained on 
the rates of Monday, the 10th. 

The Spanish cabinet has at last fallen to pieces, in con- 
sequence of Oraa’s defeat, and the failure to procurea new 
loan. ‘The Duke de Frias has come in as the head of a 
new ministry. It was supposed that Tacon would be ap- 
pointed by the war department. 

_ Intelligence was received in London on the 19th that 
Espartero had retreated from before Estella, and that the 
Carlists were preparing to invest Bilboa. 

The Emperor of Austria has proclaimed a general am- 
nesty for political offences, on his coronation as King of 
Lombardy. 

The Swiss diet had postponed to the Ist of October, the 
consideration ofthe final demand for the expulsion of Louis 
Bonaparte. 

Mr. O’Connel has commenced publishing a new series 
of agitating letters to the people of Ireland. 

The steamer Farfrashire, from Hull for Dundee, was 
lost in agale, onthe Ferne Islands; all the passengers, 25 
in number, iu “ae one, and the captain and ten of 

crew were also , or 
mcs rowned. Many of the passengers 
The London and Birmingham rail-way is finally comple- 
ted. distance was run in four hours and a quarter. 

Letters in some of the French papers say that the Swiss 
cantons are making military preparations to resist the de- 
mand of France for the expulsion of Louis Bonaparte—or 
rather, the consequences of refusal. 

Letters from Egypt says that the long warfare between 
the Pacha and the rebellious Druses in Syria has been ter- 
minated by arrangement, the Druses submitting and giving 
hostages. ‘They state also that the Pacha has consented to 

pay the arrears of tribute to the Sultan. 

A new treaty of commerce has been negotiated between 
Great Britain and Turkey, 

The King of Belgium was still in London, September 
18th. On that day hewas present with Queen Victoria at 
a grand review at Windsor. 

FROM SOUTH AFRICA. 

_ We have Cape of Good Hope papers to the 7th of July. 
From the Graham’s Town Journal of the end of June we 
make the following extract, relative to the warfare between 
the Zoola tribes and the settlers: ; 

“Yesterday we conversed with a Hottentot named Coet- 
zee, who has just returned from Port Natal, whither he 
went with Dr. Ad»m, and whois one of the survivors 
of the ill-fated expedition which marched from that place 
against the Zoolas. He confirms in every particular the 
accounts we have laid before the public respecting the state 
of affairs in that country. He is of opinion that the defeat 
of the Natal force may be attributed to the cowardice of 

natives belonging to Ogle’s party of settlers. He states 


that he left Port Natal ten days after Mr. Toohey, and at 


that time a force of about 1300 farmers had marched against 
the Zoola Chief. Their success at the port was not consi- 
dered at all doubtful. The Prince of Dingaan’s army had 
fallen, and that Chief had in consequence made an altera- 
tion in his mode of fighting. ‘Thus, instead of using the 
stabbing spear at close-quarters, the Zoolas were ordered 
the assaigua, which they cannot use with effect at a greater 
distance than 30 or 40 yards, which is much in favor of the 
farmers. 

“P. 8.—Since writing the above we have accounts from 
Delagoa Bay to the 18th of June, which state that a severe 
engagement had been fought, in which two regiments of 
Zoolas had been completely cut up, and Dingaan had sought 
safety by flight. 

“ There liad been much sickness at Delagoa Bay; many 
persons had fallen victims to the climate.” 


An Explosion.—The Harrisburgh Intelligencer states 
that the powder mill of A. & A. Watson, situated on the 
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Monongahela, about four miles above Pittsburgh, contain- 
ing seven thousand pounds of powder, was blown up on 
Wednesday, with a crash which was heard eighteen or 
twenty miles around. One man was so much burt that he 
died the same evening, and another injured, but not seri- 
ously. The houses in the vicinity were shattered, and se- 
veral men on the opposite side of the river were prostrated 
by the shock. 


A Robbery and Outrage.—We learn from the Louis- 
ville Journal, that as General Atkinson and _ his family 
were recently returning to Jefferson Barracks from St. 
Louis, where they had been on a visit, the carriage in which 
they were riding was attacked by two ruffiians, one of 
whom seized the reins of the horses whilst the other pla- 
ced himself immediately in front to stop the carriage, until 
the arrival of theiraccomplices who were close at hand.— 
The driver, who fortunately had a pistol, shot at the one 
who held the reins, and putting whip to the horses, suc- 
ceeded in extricating the party from farther peril. 

It appears, says the same paper, “that a few weeks ago, 
Judge Dougherty, one of the most respectable citizens of 
St. Louis, was murdered upon the same road, and no 
doubt the General and his family were preserved from a 
similar fate by the presence of mind of “his carriage-driver. 
A number of the citizens of St. Louis visited the place of 
attack next morning. Considerable blood was discovered 
on the spot, but the accomplices, to avoid detection, had 
carried away the body.” 


Melancholy.—Mr. Joseph Lothrop, of Stephentown, 
Rensselaer county, on his way from North Adams, with a 
heavy load of cotton goods, while crossing Douglass bridge, 
four miles from New Lebanon, a part of the bridge gave 
way, in consequence of which the wagon was upset, and 
ro a. falling on the unfortunate man caused his instant 

eath. 

Hydrophobia.—The late Canton Herald details a very 
distressing case of Hydrophobia which occurred in that 
place a few days since. A young man was bitten on the 
20th of June last, and lived until the 20th ult. before he 
discovered any symptoms of the fatal disease. He died 
on; the 31st amid agonies too horrible to describe.

Tiverton Print Works Burnt.—A fire broke out in the 
hot room of the Tiverton print works, (situated about a 
mile South of Fall river,) on Thursday night, about 11 0’- 
clock. The three story stone building in which it origina- 
ted was consumed ; as also the principal part of the three 
story wooden building attached thereto, no part except the 
North end, which was occupied as the counting room, be- 
ing saved. The principal part of the machinery and about 
3000 pieces of goods were also destroyed. 

Shocking Murder.—We have a letter from a gentleman 
at North Bennington, Vermont, dated Wednesday morn- 
ing, stating that on Tuesday evening the wife of Benjamin 
Bates, of that place, was shot through the head by her 
husband’s brother Archibald, with a rifle. At the moment 
of this fiend-like murder, Mrs. Bates was sitting with her 
infant in her arms, near a stand on which there was a can- 
dle, the light of which enabled the murderer to take his 
deadly aim. 

The husband of Mrs. Bates had just left the room, 
being called out by his father, who desired to inform him 
that Archibald had been heard, that afternoon, to threaten 
her life, 

The murderer fled, but was pursued and overtaken. 
Powder and balls were found in his pockets, yet he de- 
nied the commission of the crime. LN. Y. Com. Adv. 


Fatal Accident.—As the steamboat North America was 
on her passage from New-York to this city last evening, 
she accidentally run over a small boat containing two men, 
near West Point, about 10 o’clock. It appears from the 
statement of one of the men, who was saved, that he and 
his companion attempted to pass before the steamer, tnd 
with that intention, rowed their boat till she was nearly 
athwart her bow; when they, convinced of their inability 
to accomplish their purpose and terrified at their situation, 
let go their oars, and without any exertion to get out of the 
way, permitted the boat to pass under the wheel of the 
steamer. The accident was not observed by any one on 
board the North America until it was too late to avoid it. 
A boat was immediately lowered from the N. A. but it suc- 
ceeded only in saving one of the men. The other, an Irish 
laborer named Mitchell, was lost. [Daily Adv. 

Sun-Struck.—The Philadelphia Times mentions that as 
a lady of that city was watching the approach of the 
eclipse, she thoughtlessly removed the smoked glass from 
her eyes, and without any shield gazed upon the blazing 
sun. The effect was to prostrate her almost instantly 
to the earth, and deprived her entirely of the power of 
sight—from which she had not recovered. 

A Splendid Bridge.—The bridge over the James River 
at Richmond, for the use of the Richmond and Petersburg 
railroad, ia.one thousand yards long. rests upon nineteen 
stone piers, the arches having a span of one hundred and

After disputing and 
discussing until late in the evening, the ten Loco Foco jud-,, 
ges of the county retired, when the three Whig judges ot ~ 
the third district, as in duty bound, deducted the votes of 
the 7th ward, which was not properly vouched for, and re- 
turned Mr. Naylor aselected. The loss of the 7th ward 
left a Whig majority in the county, and seven judges ac-

Next morning the Loco Focos found out their mistake, 
and hunted up the lost tally list of the Seventh Ward, and 
the ten Loco judges made out returns with Loco count 
members of Legislature, but the sheriff, of course, wou 
not receive them, as he is ordered by law to send only one 
set. The discovery of the Seventh Ward tally list of course 
elects Mr. Taylor, so that Mr. Inggrsoll is thrown out at 
any rate, but his anxiety for himeelf has jeoparded his par- 
ty ticket so much, that he is now the object of general ma- 
lediction by the Loco Focos—and probably could not gain 
five hundred votes in his district. 

The Whigs will have a majority in our Legislatore on 
joint ballot, and it is hoped that they may even have a ma- 
jority in the lower house. We have our United States 
Senator.
